The main features of the reported 
scheme are an organization comprising 
from 500 to 600 members, elected by 
the zemstvos, the system being extend- 
ed to all parts of the empire, while the 
autocratic power of the Emperor win 
remain undiminished, the assemblies’ 
privileges being advisory, with the 
right of interpelating the ministers and 
discussing the budget, when formulated, 
though the ministers continue to be 
responsible only to the Emperor, whose 
will will remain the supreme law. 
Elections will be held during the sum- 
mer in order that the firat session of 
the new assembly may open Novem- 
ber 15. 

Though such a Zemsky Sovviet will

Though it is a long, far cry from 
now until the festive football files goal- 
ward again, local toaches are already 
conspiring against each other, and of 
them all none is more advanced in his 
calculations than Walter Hempel, who 
for several seasons has been identified 
with the athletics of Pomona College. 

This season will find Hempel plotting 
against the whites with more ardor 
than ever, since he was recently elected 
to the footbal] berth at Sherman In- 
dian Institute of Riverside. More than 
satisfied with the abundant supply of 
gridiron material now at his command, 
the ex-Pomona coach has branched 
out widely in scheduling games with 
outside teams, and has already opened 
negotiations with the Universities of 
Oregon, California, Stanford, Nevada 
and Washington, looking forward to 
matches which will be played next fall 
on an extensive northern trip to be 
taken by the redskins under Hempel's 
management. 

Some of the games will be brought 
off at Fiesta Park if conditions of pat- 
ronage warrant the expense. In addi- 
tion to their foreign contests, the In- 
dians will play all of the local institu- 
tions of learning during the football 
season. 

Last week, before accep the posi- 
tion of professor of football practice 
at Sherman, Hempel poiled last year’s 
team and found that with the excep- 
tion of Center Saunders and Fullback 
Wiliams, all the men would play with 
him again this fall.

New Railroad Will Double 
Output of Borax. 


Guessing as to just where'’bouts on 
the smooth surface “Borax” Smith ant 
his new railroad wil! bob up, is no 
longer in order. He's bobbed. 

“Borax” Smith has emerged. drip- 
Ping from the ripples, dragging his 
pet railroad behind him in the quar- 
ter Just exactly where he was least 
expected—Las Vegas. 

The Salt Lake Railroad people were 
waiting with a scoop-net and a traffic 
contract for him to come out of the 
golden desert to join their road, not 
far from Daggett. To every one's as- 
tonishment he has emerged way out in 
Nevada, at Las Vegas. His announced 
and heralded railroad, which was to 
run through State Line Pass, Cal., and 
on into Death Valley and possibly the 
Bullfrog. region has been abandoned. 

The survey parties have quietly 
struck their camps and gone away. The 
mighty hopes of that streak of country 
are left to dismally whip themselves 
out with the little survey stakes, tiny 

marking am abandoned 


Without aye, yes or no to anybody, 
a new survey line has been rushed 
through the desert in an entirely new 
direction—along the line of the old mule 
freighters’ plodding route. 

One end forks, one fork tine reach- 
ing the Death Valley borax mines, and 
the other tine pricking the Bullfrog 
region and their mines. The other end 
is at Vegas. It is at least 150 miles 
away from where “Borex” Smith was 
waited and watched for. 

This road will achieve the result for 
which The Times has contended; that 
Los A les should tap the richness 
of the Bullfrog gold hills by a rail- 
road, to bring out the Bullfrog ore 
and take Bullfrog our merchandise. 

It will, however, be-a blow to the 
Good Springs country to the south— 
the bitter rival of Las Vegas, which 
hoped to be the outlet to the Bullfrog 
instead of Vegas. Work will begin on 
the new road next month, and will be 
rushed right through. Over #0 men 
wili be immediately sent into the silent 
Death Valley borax mines, to revive 
them to life. This will be an event 
felt in all the eastern markets, as t 
will many times multiply the present 
berax output. 

By the time the road is open for 
traffic to the mines, great quantities of 
borax ore will be ready for shipment. 
The line to the borax mines will not 
be the same line that rune through 
the Bullfrog. The road will leave Las 
Vegas over an almost ideal grade to 
Ash Meadows, where it will branch, 
one branch going to Bullfrog, forty 
miles away, and one to the borax mines. 
The length of each road from Las 
Vegas will be a littie over 100 miles. 
Railroad men consider the new route 
to be almost as though nature had 
mhaped it up for the purpose. 
heaviest grade on the entire route does 
not exceed 1 per cent.; practically no 
grade. This grade is in a mountain 
pass near Ash Meadows. It was this 
favorable grade that brought about 
the sudden and sweeping change in 
route. route through 
State Line Pass was found to contain 
—" grades. Hence was aban- 

ned 


It took over three months to survey 
thie abandoned route, and only a small 
fraction of that time to run the line 
to Las Vegas. The abandoned route 
attracted the surveyors, because it fol- 
lowed the line of the old traction en- 
gine road, graded through from Ivan- 
pah to Death Valley. traction 
engines were to take the place of the 
famous twenty-mule teams; but the 
trial trip over the graded road ended 
in humiliation: the engine stuck: was 
dragged home, to rust, by the scorned 
twenty-mules.

It is this civil service ruling that, ac- 
cording to the City Engineer, occa- 
eloned the slipping of the cog.

Heretofore a seat at the pie counter 
minus a place man has never been 
thought of even by the wildest imugina- 
tion. The number of faithful ward

Here is the way City Engineer Staf- 
ford explains the situation: 

“Breaks sometimes occur in the out- 
fall sewer. It is necessary that they be 
repaired at once, lest the whole sur- 
rounding country be flooded by the foul- 
emelling sewerage The Civil Service 
Commission has adopted a rule that 
they will not certify to a salary de- 
mand for a man who does not fil] a 
position created by ordinance. I often 
need thirty men to repair a break. The 
only way I can get them is to have that 
number named by ordinance and em- 
ploy them only when necessary.

The Civil Service Commissioners say 
that it is up to the City Attorney; that 
he has interpreted the charter to say 
that no men can be employed in any de- 
partment except In positions created by 
the Council and that the Council can 
act only by ordinance. 

They affirm that, as the employment 
of men by requisition is Illegal, the 
commission cannot certify to the tegal- 
itv of the demands of these men for 
their pay.

To them 
I gave the same assurance of a 
rail connection with the City o 
Angels. 

All those promises I have made good 
as this bringing together of the two 
peoples to exchange cordialities con- 
firms. 

i cannot express to you the supreme 
delight which this occasion and this ac- 
complishment afford me, All my best 
hopes have been more ‘than realized. 
The prospects for an immense business 
are exceedingly bright. and the principal 
officers, the general man 
of departments, are all 
enthusiasm. 

Never for one moment from the com- 
mencement of the enterprise have I 
had any apprehension on that point. 1 
want, however, to assure you thac the 
dollars and cents feature was not al-

It was the first opportunity that the 
solona of the twin cities had to ex- 
change views and get acquainted, 
President Summerland, acting as 
toastmaster, warned every one that the 
time limit for responses had been fixed 
at three minutes, as the local Coun- 
cilmen must return to the City Hall 
for the afternoon session. 
Mayor MeAleer spent his three min- 
utes extending to the visitors the free- 
dom of the city, and commenting on 
the mutual benefit which must accrue 
from the exchange of Utah coal and 
iron for Southern California fruit, 
flowers and “experience.”

get into trouble that their assistant 
city attorney, W. H. Barmel, be al- 


lowed to conduct the defense, and, 
finally, if there should be any fatalities 
—well, there are four undertakers in 
the party. 

City Treasurer Workman told a few 
of his experiences when he drove an ox 
team through Salt Lake City in 1862. 
He said that he was one of a company 
of business men who, twenty years 
ago, spent $200,000 in surveys and pre- 
liminary work on a proposed rasa 
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CounciIman A. J. Davis of Salt Lake 
struck a keynote of fellow-feeling when 
he applied to 2 License Collector 
Johnson for a ten-day permit to operate 
his pocket roulette. wheel. He said 
that he brought his captain of police 
along to hold stakes—mostly beefsteaks. 

Councilman E. A. Hartenstein of Saft 
Lake spoke briefly on the commercial 
advantages afforded both Los Angeles 
and Sait Lake by the opening of the 
new railroad. 

There are eleven Councilmen in the 
Sait Lake delegation. Five are mem- 
bers of the Mormon church, and are 
known as the long hairs.” The other 
six are Gentiles, and are classed among 
the liberals. To these liberals the idea 
of a vote by the ple on the saloon 
question was ecidedly irregular. 
“Some one must have  blundered,” 
said one jolly Councilman, “when the 
initiative appendix was hung on to your 
charter.”

In the valleys, below the snow- 
clad peaks, are raised peaches, pears, 
apricots, plums, prunes, cherries, straw- 
berries, and all kinds of small fruits. 
The sugar beet thrives well and «he 
sugar output last year amounted to 
6,000,000 pounds. Wheat, barley, oats 
and lucern grow to perfection and yield 
abundantly. 

In addition to the agricultural and 
mineral resources of Utah, she has an 
Italian climate which makes her the 
greatest natural sanatorium Im Amer- 
ica.

The wheat market made some 
reaponse to the foreign political «ituation, but 
close attention was unable to detect any actual 
foreign demand here as „ result of the in- 
cipient War scare.

ARVEST OPENS 
AT IMPERIAL. 


SEASON’S FIRST GRAIN BROUGHT 
TO WAREHOUSE. 


— 


Over Seven Thousand Acres of Al- 
falfa Fields Which Gring an An- 
nual Rental of Ten Dollars or More 
Per Acre—Mammoth Strawberries. 
Will Celebrate New Warehouse. 


IMPERIAL, May 7.—The first grain 
of the season was delivered at the He- 
ber wurehouse of the Desert Milling 
Company Friday. It was bariey. This 
is believed to be the first grain of the 
new crop to be harvested in the State, 
Gram is maturing rapidly, and many 
harvesting outfits are starting in work. 
Yield is estimated at from 300,000 to 
600,000 sacks. 

Taking 400,000 as the average, it will 
require 1333 cars of fifteen tons’ capac- 
ity each to transport it. Twenty-five 
cars make a fair train, so that over 
fifty trains will be necessary to get 
this one crop to market. If stacked 
side by side, the sacks of grain would 
make a row over one hundred miles 
long, and extend from Imperial to the 
coast. 

Imperial Valley is now rated as the 
third largest shipping point in South- 
ern California. 

BIG ALFALFA ACREAGE. 
There are now over 7000 acres of al- 
faifa in the valley, and very profitable 
returns are reported. Alfalfa fields 
bring an annual rental of $10 an acre 
and upward. Quite recently a thirty- 
acre field near Imperial was rented for 
sixty days for $300. After a stand is 
once secured, little further work is re- 


succeeding year the gruwth increases 
and the yield is heavier. 
pastured, the crop is cut about once 
a month, yielding a ton or more to the 
Acre. 

As an example of what this valley 
en produce, J. 8. Snyder tells of a 
strawberry picked from his plants 
which measured two and one-half 
inches In diameter and weighed nearly 
four ounces. It was of the Arizona 
Everbearing variety. The plants were 
set out last fall. From a small patch 
of. ground. Mr. Snyder has sold within 
the past few weeks over $30 worth of
